The past week has brought an 
surprise in the shape of a 10 
crease in, the pricetof tyres. 
facturers say that their hands have been 
forced hy the recent large advance in the 
price of rubber and by the zemarkable in- 
crease In“ the fumber of motorists in the 
United States. I suppose that we must bow 
to their decree with as good a grace as 
possible... After all, matters are not so bad 
as they m be. Modern tyres are wonder- 
fully durable, and a 10,000 ‘mileage is quite 
common for a set. Five or six years ago we 
were glad to get 5,000 miles out of a tyre. 
So, even with the extra ten per cent., our 
tyre bills will not be more than half what 
they were during the boom years that fol- 
lowed the war. 


Insurance Injustices. 


Tt is high time that steps were taken to 
remove the anomalies in our system ef car 
insurance. Most of us are paying too much, 
and the premiums demanded deter many a 
man from joining our ranks. The whole 
method hy which premiums are based needs 
ovérhauling. At present no account is taken 
of the work that a car is called upon to do. 
The owner who covers 20,000 miles & year 
pays no more than the man who merely ‘uses 
the same type of car for week-end trips and 
an annual tour. That is a manifest injus- 
tice. In fixing premiums due regard ought 
to be paid to mileage, 

Insurance companies, of course, are doing 
very well, and will make no change unless 
they are forced to do so by the pressure of 

organised motorists. Premiums based on 
mileage would put them to a lot of extra 
trouble, and to some extent would leave them 
dependent upon the good faith of the policy- 
holder. It would not be difficult, however, 
to devise effective checks. There are, for in- 
stance,’ trustworthy mileage recorders on the 
market. The companies could insist upon 
policy-holders using them, and the question 
of sealing them’ so as to prevent tampering 
would present very little difficulty. 


Week-end Policies, 


A mileage basis would be 
equitable from every point of view. how- 
ever, the companies are afraid to go the 
whole hog at once they should at mg make 
a concession in the shape of week-end or 
seasonal policies, and not insist u every- 
body being covered, either for days in 
the year, or not at a

Cycle Test. 


This year's 1,000 mile test of motor cycles 
taken from stock has been an unqualified 
success. The most noteworthy e in the 
ju ' geport is that in which reference is 
made to the improvement in silencers. The 
improvement, it ia recorded, has been ‘‘ most 
satisfactory, and should remove one of the 
greatest ebjections which has existed so lon 
in the minds of the non-motoring public. 
There is room, however, for further improve- 
ment. It ought to be possible for a motor 
cycle engine to be inaudible fifty or sixty 
yards away when the machine is stationary. 

The whole question of silencers needs 
examination, not only from the mechanical. ' 
but from the legal point of view. An effo 
ought to be made to define an ‘‘ effective 
silencer “; for at present different magistrates 
take different views, and it is possib ble for a 
rider to be held blameless in one court and 


fined in another, 
Petrol Pumps. 


A few weeks ago I referred to the need we 
cleaning petrol tanks regularly in order 
avoid involuntary and annoying stops. Sines 
then I have heard of several cases where, 
despite all autions, motorists have had 
to clean carburetters and feed pipes by the 
roadside; and m nearly every case the 
muis has been in the habit of “ filling 

' from pumps outside garages. This seems 
to indicate that some gar proprietors are 
not giving oer pumps the attention that 
they need. For their own sakes they ‘should 
look into the matter.

The 
existence of the glove, therefore, in these very 
remote times may be accepted as sufficiently 
well proven, But we may go further and sa 
that among other things found in the tomb 
of Tutankhamen was a glove—a sort of bag 
without fingers, in the style recently worn by 
yours children, 

e epoch at which gloves, as gloves, first 
came into common use among ladies and 

entlemen was the reign of Edward IV. 

oreover, he proved himself a steady friend 
to the lovers, then a rising and respectable 
fraternity doing them the substantial favour 
of forbidding the importation of foreign 
goods, granting the honour of a coat-of-arms, 
and patronising their wares. 

The glove has, from the earliest times, been 
devoted to, and associated with, mourning. 
In 1825 some interesting mourning relics in 
the shape of white gloves which had from 
time to time accompanied the remains of 
young girls might be seen in the little church 
of Bolton in Wharfdale, immortalised by 
Wordsworth. There -they lay side by side, 
some tig me | to pieces from the effects of 
time and dust, one pair alone pure and un- 
sullied, which had been added to the row in 
memory of the last of that gentle sisterhood 
then reposing in the quiet’ churchyard.

T is one ól the peculiatities of the tennis 
fever that it invariably attacks the over- 
t. yiruleht Wa 
pera. in he moe. Vi ee ceable early in w 
season, wi start! 
rapidity when toúrnaments be eouing 
in an ever-increasing loss of pop y, which 
robs even «a: tennis vigtery of its most de- 
sirable trophies. 
Perhaps, the weakness that arouses the 
test contempt in the tennis world is ab 
inability to acknowledge defeat. 

There are some players who in their own 
estimation have never been fairly beaten. 
They may have lost a match occasionally, but 
the fault was not theirs; it was due to the 
pevagac hr light, the court, or even the prevail- 
in 
Wwith's a pitiable lack of logic they forget to 
reason that their opponents were equally 
handicaped by the same forces. 

Almost more despicable are the players who 
excuse their defeats on the grounds 
physical handicaps. A weak wrist, which 
began to pain at the critical moment, a violent 
headache which grew worse with the heat of 
the sun, are neither of them legitimate excuses 
for ignoring the rules of sport. 

Still worse is the type of player who attri- 
butes the loss of a tennis match to a part- 
ner’s bad play, and makes no effort to com eal 
the fact. The sympathies of the crowd are 
quickly lost by such a display of bad form. 

A less noticeable, yet none the less real 
cause of unpopularity is attributable to a 
conveniently short memory. There are some 
members of alfhost every club, not neces- 
sarily first-class players, who have no com- 
punction in refusing to make a fourth in a 
weak double, on the grounds of fatigue or 
a hasty departure, who can nevertheless 
conveniently forget either fatigue or hurry 
if the chance of a really good double comes 
their way. Tennis fever is certainly a trying 
disease at times. 

It is, however, ne tournament time 
that over-keen tennis players are seen at 
their worst. With an assurance born of -con- 
ceit, they are frequently to be heard publicly 
discussing their opponents of the second 
round, before they themselves have won the 
first, all this regardle:. of the fact that their 
first-round opponents may conceivably be 

within earshot. 

Again, there are still people in the world, 
unacquainted with Henry Newbolt and 
the unwritten laws of “ playing the game,”’ 
who are frequently to be heard disputing 
— with the opponents, and sometimes 
so far forgetting thenselves that they even 
question the decisions.of the umpire. 

Most objectionable of all, however, is the 
type of tennis player known as the “ pot- 
hunter,;’’ to whom the winning of matches 
is as a business in life. Anyone who, at a 
larg: public tournament, hes witnessed the 
sight of the loser, with a lamentable lack of 
sportsmanship, walk off the court without 
even exchanging a word with her opponent, 
can re-lise the depths to which such a spirit 
may lead. After all, the winning of matches 
is not the beginning or end of a:

Mr. James Henry (instructed by Mr. F. 
Loftus Brownrigg) appeared a? the defendant 
and appellant; and Mr. M. i is R.C.

The question in“ the case was narrowed 
down, with reference to the present Rent 
Restriction Act in force in the Free State, 
as to whether it would be a greater, hardship 
under the circumstances to give judgment for 
possession of the premises than to refuse it. 

After argument, a compromise was proposed 
on behalf of the plaintiff, offering to take 
half of the house and let the defendant remain 
on as tenant for the othér half at the reduced 
rent of £35, the defendant to occupy the lower 
portion of the ‘house and the plaintiff the 
upper flat.

'WIFFE'S INTEREST IN IT. 

An appeal by the deféndants in the case 
o' Nora Mary Buggy v. Richard Maher and 
others came on for hearing. It was brought 
from a judgment of Mr, Justice 
O'Shaughnessy, in favour of the plaintiff, for 
vossession of rt of the lands of Knock- 
celly, near Fethard, Co. i. ——x known As 
the ' Cottage ' Farm, containing 135 statute 
acres, 

The action had been brought to recover 
the possession of the farm, and involved a 
question of some importance as to the rights 
of a wife with respect to land after her 
husband’s death in the circumstances of the 
case, 

li appeared that James Kenrick married 
Catherine Maher, the daughter of the original 
owner of the farm, in 1881. Prior to the 
marriage the farm belonged to Catherine 
Maher, and it WAS alleged that 
at the time of the marriage the 
farm was given to the wife and not 
to her husband. In support of the appeal it 
was contended that James Kenrick was in 
possession of the farm by right of his wife, 
that the chattel! interest existing in her at 
the time of the marriage vested in the 
husband, and that he could have disposed of 
it, and that, not having disposed of it, it 
reverted to the wife and her representatives. 
The husband, James Kenrick, had a fair rent 
fixed on the farm in his own name in 1895 
and purchased it out under the Land Purchase 
Acts in 1908. The fee simple was vested in 
him by the Land Commission, and he was 
registered as owner. 

t was submitted that that was not a dis- 
position of the farm, and did not merge the 
wife’s interest in the fee simple, and that 
after his death she was entitled to claim it. 

he arguments. had not concluded when 
the Court adjourned.

February “last, finéd Cornelia Madigan, of 
Ballyagran,; £2 for . exposing - intoxieca 
liquor for sale during prohibited hours, and, 
coming to the conclusion that was disere- 
tionary to order an endorsement, ditected. that 
the conviction should not be endorsed. . The 
uestion for the Court was whether a con vie- 
tion for exposing intoxicating liquor for 
must be a na ‘sed on a publican's licence. 
Superintendent Millard, of the Civic 3uard, 
who prosecuted Madigan, was not satisfi 
with the decision of the District Justice on 
the point of law and asked to have a case 
stated. The defendant had been charged with 
unlawfully selling, exposing for sale, opening, 
keeping open, and allowimg consumption on 
the premises during prohibited hours. All 
the charges except that of exposing ‘for sale 
were dismissed without préjudice, and on the 
question. of .vecording on .the. licence, the 
District Justice. held that the five offences, 
which were brought under Section 78 of the 
Act of 1872, were separate and distinct. Mr. 
Donoghoe stated that there was a diseretion 
in the Court under the Act of 1924 to say

that a conviction may not be recorded where. 


the conviction is for an offence outside the 
schedule and the mandatory provisions of that 
Act. and with some hesitation he came to the 
conclusion that the first schedule of the Act 
did not exterid to the offence of which he 
convicted in the case under consideration. 

The .arguments in the case turned on the 
construction to bé given to the reading of the 
first schedule to last year’s Act. The Act 
itself stated that there were tu be recorded 
oh the licence convictions against enactments 
set out inthe schedule, and the sachedule, 
amongst the convictions to be recorded on 
the licence, onder the Act of 1872. included 
(Section 78) a penalty for selling drink during 
prohibited hours. 

The Court reserved judgment.

man, and who had personally directed him 
to be prosecuted for a particular offence—in 
the present case drunk in charge of a motor 
car—and, when objection was taken, was en- 
titled to adjudicate upon that offence and 
thereupon convict and sentence the accused. 
Counsel submitted that in the present case 
Mr. Cooper was disqualified by reason of bias 
from adjudicating 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that it was not 
on the question of bias that a case stated was 
asked. It was to determine, on the case 
stated and on the facts stated, whether the 
justice was entitled to direct that the charge 
be brought forward, and then to adjudicate 
upon it, 

Mr. Gleeson—It is quite sufficient for me 
to establish that there was an appearance of 
such a state of things that people might think 
there was bias. 

Mr. Justice 0’ Shaughnessy —There were two 
other magistrates. It is a pity that one of 
them did not hear it 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that it appeared 
from the case stated that Constable Hourihan 
intended to charge Ward with being drunk 
in charge of a motor car in Grafton street. 
but. the police station authorities having 
heard doctors, did not make the <a 
When another charge came before Mr. Coo 
the justice directed that the charge of 
drunkenness should he entered. 

Mr. Gleeson said that Ward communicated 
with Mr. Kidd. by whom he was employed as 
a van-driver. Wr. Kidd sent his doctor, and 
he, with another doctor, came to the con- 
clusion that Ward was sober. There was 
since a civil action of Peelo v. Kidd. and the 
prosecution and conviction of Ward. who was 
the driver on the occasion, were opened to the 
jury. 

Mr, Justice Sullivan—I told the jury that 
they were only to try whether Ward was 
negligent, not whether he was drunk. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy said that anv- 
one who knew Mr. Cooper would know that 
he would not do anything unfair. He took it 
the contention was that Mr. Cooper was a 
victim of circumstances, 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court rose, and the further hearing was 
adiourned until the next sittings.

The object was to prove the difficulty 
of distinguishing between good, ‘had’ arfd in- 
different milkers from appearance aloné. One 
cow had a yield of 918 gallons, another 735 
gallons and a third 458 gallons: In size, sub- 
stance and general appéarance’ the animals 
were equal, and not more than one in fotr of 
the farmers who judged them was able to 
place .hem in order of actual merit «by 
handling and examination.

For smal] farmers the best way to do this is 
to join cow-testing associations.

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The World’s Creditor. 


The news that the Government of the 
United States is making another effort to 
collect its debts has caused something like 
consternation in several European capitals. 
Hitherto President Coolidge had pursued 
2 waiting policy, but now it seems that he 
has decided to bring matters to a head. Notes 
have been sent to nine debtor nations— 
France, Italy, Belgium, Greece, Esthonia, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, Latvia and 
Rumania—informing them that the time 
has come when something definite must be 
done. Five nations—Britain, Hungary, 
Finland, Lithuania and Poland—already 
have made funding arrangements in 
respect of their several debts; but none of 
the others has done anything. France 
is the chief offender. On January 
ist of the present year her total liability 
to the United States amounted to no less 
than 4,137,224.354 dollars—a sum which, 
with atcrued interest, has swollen in the 
meanwhile by nearly 100,000,000 dollars. 
Several attempts have been made by the 
State Department at Washington to place 
this. huge debt on a funded basis, but 
France will not come to terms. She in- 
sists that she shall be granted more 
favourable terms ‘than those which Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin secured for the British 
debt two years ago. The Government cf 
the United States very naturally wil} not 
consent to such discrimination, and 
parleys have. been in progress for such a 
long period that America at last seems to 
have lost patience not only with France, 
but with the whole regiment of European 
debtors. 

The unfunded obligations of * the 
European Powers to America constitute 
an extremely formidable figure. In the 
aggregate they total more than seven 
thousand million dollars. France owes 
more than half of this sum. Italy comes 
next with. 2,000,000,000, and Belgium 
third with almost 500,000,000 dollars. 
Most of the others owe comparatively 
small amounts, ranging from 100,000,000 
dollars in the case of Czecho-Slovakia, to 
6,000,000 in that of Latvia. The Amerjcan 
Government, however, having observed 
that, while none of these nations can pay 
its debts, every one of them seems to be 
able to maintain large and costly military 
establishments, has come to the conclusion 
that evasion is. being practised, and has 
resolved to insist on its pound of flesh.

taxation that nobody is willing to pay. 
The new military campaign in Morocco 
is likely to absorb a very large amount of 
money, and generally there does not seem 
to be the slightest chance of a surplus 
for several years to come. The conclusion 
of a funding operation in the United 
States would force the French Govern- 
ment to conclude a similar arrangement 
with Britain, to whom it owes some 
£600,000,000, and would impose on the 
French people a financial burden that 
would eripple them for at least a genera- 
tion. 

Yet the problem must be tackled. 
great Power could afford to be posted as a 
defaulter, and France must face realities. 
During the last six years she has been 
living in a world of dangerous make- 
believe. Government after Government 
has been afraid to tell the people the 
truth, with the result thgt very few 
Frenchmen seem to realise the full gravity 
of their position. Now there is no escape. 
M. Caillaux must expose the poverty of 
the land, and the whole French nation 
must make a concerted effort to resol¥e 
the crisis which is developing with alarm- 
ing speed. Military and other commitments 
must be reduced to a minimum. The pre- 
tehce that France is a wealthy nation 
must be abandoned, and her people must 
recognise the fact that they are very 
heavily in debt. Britain was forced to 
take this course five years ago. She 
éndured severe privations for the sake of 
her national solvency, but now she is

Free State Railways. 


If the resolution which has been passed 
by a meeting of railway-workers at Kings- 
town is to be taken seriously, the country 
is threatened with an almost immediate 
strike on the Dublin and South-Eastern 
part of the amalgamated railway system. 
The terms of the resolution disclose not 
even a prima facie justification for this 
proposed attack on the public welfare in 
the opening days of the tourist season. 
It has been obvious, however, that, in 
one way or another, the near future must 
see a crisis in the affairs of the Free State 
railways. Since it came into existence the 
amalgamated system has been conducted 
at a heavy loss. During the first four 
months of this year the passenger and 
traffic receipts have fallen by an average 
sum of about £15,000 a week. If bank- 
ruptcy and the ruin of many hundreds 
of small shareholders are to be averted, 
drastic economies must be made in the 
whole scheme of management. There are 
only three ways in which economies can 
be effected—by the reduction of ad- 
ministrative expenses, by the dismissal of 
staffs, by the lowering of wages. We expect 
administrative savings as a result of amal- 
gamation; but, since these cannot be 
carried beyond a certain point if the 
country is to be served efficiently, “they 
will make no substantial impression on 
th: general problem. The practical 
alternatives, therefore, are reduction of 
staffs and reduction of wages: one or the 
other is inevitable if the Irish railways 
are to survive. Similar, though less 
urgent, conditions exist in Great Britain, 
where two of the great railway. groups, 
being bound by fixed wages agreements, 
have begun to reduce their staffs om a 
considerable scale. 

We infer from the report of last 
night’s meeting of railway shop-workers 
at the Dublin Mansion House that 
a policy of dismissals is beginning 
to take effect on+ the amalgamated 
system, and that the men’s unions are 
much concerned about it. The -1tuation 
demands restraint and good-will on both 
sides, and the public will welcome the 
moderate language in which, at last 
night's meeting, Mr. Samuel Bradley ex- 
pressed the views of the Dublin and 
District Railway Shop-Workers’ Joint 
Committee, ‘The Committee has been in 
conference with the General Manager of 
the Great Southern Railways Company 
ón the subject of reduction of staffs. Mr. 
Bradley admits frankly that every facility 
in the pursuit of facts were put at the 
Committee’s service. He acknowledges, as 
the result of these inquiries, that the 
Company's difficulties.are real and grave, 
and that only close co operation between 
both sides can find a solution which will 
keep the railways alive. Much may be 
done if negotiations are maintained in 
this excellent temper, but something more 
than good temper will be needed if the 
desired solution is to be found, The 
essential thing is that Mr. Bradley him- 
self, and all the railway-workers, not 
merely shal] admit, but shall act upon, 
his entirely true statement that “the posi- 
tion could not be permanently improved 
by ignoring the facts of the economic 
situation.’’ Those facts would not be 
affected by the grant of a measure cf 
control to the men’s unions or by the 
establishment of half-a-dozen “parlia-. 
ments of industry.” The dominant fact 
is that the Irish railways cannot continue 
to carry the present wholly uneconomic 
burden of inflated’ wages. The’ alternatives 
are increased unemployment and de- 
creased wages, and, sooner or later, the 
railway-workers must make their choice. 


lrish Creameries- 


The transport strike in Denmark may 
result in an increased demand for Irish 
butter in the British markets. No effort 
should be spared to. push ahead the 
interests of the Irish creameries in 
Britaim; for competition in the future 
will be fiercer than ever. Mr. J. Timoney, 
President of the Irish Creamery Managers’ 
Association, remarked at the annual 
general meeting of that body that not 
only are Australia and New Zealand 
sending more dairy produce to Britain 
than ever before, but Siberia, Canada, 
the Argentine and the Baltic Provinces 
are éxpeeted shortly to invade that market. 
In seeking to obtain for creamery managers 
th» best possible technical and business 
training the Association is. promoting the 
industry's highest interests. For twenty 
years it has advocated the establish- 
ment of a national brand for Irish butter, 
to be awarded to makers who pass tests 
in the quality of their produce. The Free 
State Government has adopted legislation 
leading towards this principle, and has 
accepted members of the Association on 
the Consultative Council set up under the 
Dairy Produce Act. The creamery managers 
have the future of Irish dairying in their 
hands. Initiative and energy in these 
expert officials are the essential factor in 
the success of the whole industry, but 
there must be national as well as local 
co-operation, and the creameries must 
work as one. It must rest with the, 
Governments of Northern Ireland and the) 
Free State to brand Irish butter and to 
organise the yenetration of the British 
markets; but it ís fer the creamery 
managers’ organisation to develop efficiency 
in the work of the dairies and to main- 
tain a uniformly high standard of pro- 
duction. The strictness of the old-time 
guilds, which required thorough apprentice- | 
ship before workers were admitted masters 
of their craft, is needed if the earnest and 
industrious’ creamery-workers are not to 
lose the fruits of their toil, their cleanli- 
ness and their progressive methods throngh 
the careless output of the slovenly. — 


Child Welfare. is 
A hundred years ago the industrial 


it was a) strange aberration of the 
national conscience which permitted the 
virtual enslavement of boys and girls, and 
-a century passed before the evil was wholly 


removed. The twenty-fourth annual report | 


of the Committee on Wage-earning 
Children tells how much of nedessary 
reform was left to be accomplished in the 
nineteenth century. In 1899, when the 
Committee was founded, it was shown that 
within the United Kingdom. at least 
200,000 school-going children were working 
for a living, and that about a quarter of 
these were’ working from thirty to fifty 
hours a week. When. the twentieth 
century dawned, it was still usual for 
milk-boys to work from half-past four in 
the morning until school-time, and to fall 
asleep during their lessons, only to be 
driven out to work afresh during the 
dinner hour, and to be set to errands anid 
can-washing in the evening. It required 
the social upheaval that came with 
the war to rouse the nation to thorough- 
going action, and only since 1917 has a 
satisfactory measure of reform been 
adopted. To-day the employment of 
children under twelve is forbidden 
altogether, and there are no “ half- 
timers,’ dividing their young energies 
between labour for a living and school. 
Much, however, still remains to be 
achieved. Young people between the ages ol 
fourteen and eighteen, working as vanboys, 
messengers and errand boys are engaged in 
“blind alley ” employment and too often 
are denied means or encouragement to fit 
themselves for permanent positions.

MINISTRY OF PENSIONS. 


IRISH FREE STATE ADVISORY 
COUNCIL. 


The fifth meeting of the Irish Free State 
Advisory Countil ‘of the British Ministry of 
Pensions was held at 62 Upper Mount street. 
Dublin, on the 14th instant. Eleven members 
wefe present, Major-General Sir W. ! 
Hickey, K.C.B., being in the chair. 

The Council received replies to resolutions 
adopted at previous meetings, and trans- 
mitted to the British Ministry of Pensions for 
consideration. The resolutions dealt with con- 
cerned the following subjects :— 

Delay in settlement of widows’ claims to 
pension.—-The Ministry of Pensions intimated 
that new procedure for dealing expeditiously 
with these ¢laims has now been instituted. 
The Council considered the action satisfactory 
and desired that representatives of Area 
Advisory Committees in the Irish Free State 
should watch the effect of this new machinery 
and furnish their observations thereon at the 
next meeting of the Council. ' 

Delay in connection with appeals to the 
Pensions Appeal Tribunal.—The reply from 
the Ministry stated that an additional 
Tribunal has been established” The position 
regarding the large number of cases outstand- 
ing: is bemg closely watched, and, if fund 
necéasary, further representations would be 
made on the subject. The Council considered 
that the action taken was satisfactory. 

Co-operation with Emergency Help Com 
mittee of the British Red Cross.—In response 
to the Council’s representation concerning 
liaison between the British Red Cross Society 
and the British Ministry of Pensions in the 
Trish Free State, the latter jnformed the 
Council that with a view to assisting the 
Society in its functions, arrangements have 
been made for the appropriate branch of the 
Ministry to notify the Society direct of the 
Minister’s decision in all cases in which 
advances had been made by the ‘Society to 
claimants or appellants for pensions. The 
Council directed that this arrangement be 
notified to the headquarters of the British 
Red Cross Society in the Irish Free State 

Payment of balance of Final Weekly Allow- 
ance on Death of Man.—lIn reply to their 
resolution, the Council were informed by the 
Ministry that arrangements have been made 
under which, in the event of the death after 
the 1st April, 1924, of a man to whom final 
weekly allowance has been awarded, payment 
of anv unissued balance of the allowance. in. 
cludnig any terminal gratuity, will be credited 
to his estate for the benefit of his wife and 
children, on application bY them, or on their 
behalf, provided that they are not eligible for 
pension, and that the man has not willed his 
estate away from them. 

The Council, in response ta invitations by 
the Ministry, decided to support their former 
resolutions, embodving recommendations 
already made for the variation of procedure 
in the undermentioned matters, by the cita- 
tion of individual cases :—(1) Article 9 claims 
to pension: pensioners’ eligibility. (2) Un- 
satisfactory cases of administration in connec- 
tion with industrial training of British ex- 
Service men in the Irish Free State. The 
special sub-committee appointed by the Coun- 
cil to meet representatives of the Ministry of 
Labour of the Irish Free State propose to 
hold a mieeting on the 20th instant. following 
which the Council will resent their views 
upon this subject to the British Ministry of 
Pensions. 

Replies to other resolutions of the Council 
were held over for further consideration and 
discussion at the next meeting. 

In concluding the business on the agenda. 
the Council had under consideration question» 
relating to imternal organisation upon which 
revresentation was made to the British 
Ministry of Pensions, and the following reso 
lution affecting the administration of pensions 
in respect of motherless children was passed - 
on in cases of motherless children in 
receipt of pension, and who are in employ- 
ment. the Cerncil recommend that dur the 
age 14 to 16, or during apprenticeship, a 
weekly gum be reserved from the pension in 
suitable cases, and that the disposal of such 
accrued sum be arranged with Area Advisory

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| LONDON LETTER, 


THE FINANCE BILL, 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Mospay Nieut. 

Several points relating to new taxation 
will not be made clear until the Finance 
Bill is issued, and nobody seems to know 
when that will be. It is probable that 
the objection to the silk duty is delaying 
the appearance of the Bill, but members 
of the House of Commons are becoming 
a little impatient, since it is seldom that 
a Bill of such importance is held up for 
so long. Questions are to be asked on the 

subject in the House to-morrow. 


The Caillaux Proposel. 


Latest opinions from Paris express a 
somewhat modified enthusiasm for the 
financial proposals of M. Caillaux. Those 
who expected that the new Finance 
Minister would be able to transform the 
complexion of the national balance sheet 
by a wave of a magician’s wand are dis- 
appointed to find that the basis of the pro- 
posals is that, if the Budget is to balance, 
revenue must equal expenditure. The im- 
pression is growing that M. Caillaux in- 
tends to make the income tax a more 
efficient instrument for the benefit of 
revenue ; and, as theevasion of this impost 
has been brought to a scientific perform- 
ance in France, it is not, perhaps, 
surprising that the early enthusiasm for 
the policy of placing a financial expert at 
the -Paris Treasury is beginning to 
evaporate. 


Zaghlul Pasha. 


It will not be long before London sees 
Zaghlul Pasha, the Egyptian ex-Premier, 
once more in its bosom. Some weeks ago 
he sent hither his special emissaries, in- 
cluding the notorious Dr. Mahmoud, who 
is ostensibly acting as. physician to the 
aged Nationalist, but is, im reality, one of 
the ablest and most uncompromising ex- 
ponents of the policy of the Wafd; and 
Zaghlul himself, according to the informa- 
tion current here, was due to leave Egypt 
for England yesterday. The official 
Egyptian representatives in London know 
little of the details or the purpose of 
Zaghlul’s visit, and profess themselves 
disinterested. 

In Egypt a certain excitement is being 
nada in connection with the visit; 
for the executive of the Wafd has given 
out the fantastic story that Zaghlul is 
coming to London on the express invita- 
tion of Lord Allenby’s successor, who—so 
they state—will not consent to take office 
at Cairo without first consulting the real 
master of Egypt. At whose invitation or 
at whose instance Zaghlul is coming it is 
hard to determine, although it is sug- 
gested that certain Labour members of 
Parliament imagine that good results may 
be secured by this new visit. 


Sleeping Sickness. 


An international conference to examine 
the problem of sleeping sickness in Africa 
will open in London to-morrow, under the 
auspices of the Health Organisation of 
the League of Nations. The conference, 
consisting of representatives of Great 
Britain, France, Italy; Belgium, Portugal 
and Spain, will meet at the Colonial Office 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Ormsby- 
Gore, M.P., Under-Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, the other British delegates 
being Dr. Andrew Balfour, C.M.G., 
former Director of the Welcome Bureau of 
Scientific Research, and Dr. A. G. Bag- 
shawe, C.M.G., Director of the London 
Bureau of Tropical Diseases. A com- 
mittee of experts was nominated by the 
League of Nations, in 1922, to obtain 
detailed information regarding the 
prevalence of sleeping sickness and 
tuberculosis in Equatorial Africa. The 
expert committee placed itself in com- 
munication with the various Colonial 
Administrations, and after collecting in- 
formation from all available sources ma 'a 
a series of practical recommendations 
which were approved by the League of 
Nations Council at its thirty-second 
session, held in Rome last December. The 
London conference meets, in accordance 
with a further recommendation of the 
Council, to discuss the possibility of 
despatching a special international com- 
mission of epidemiological study in 
Equatorial Africa, and to arrange for the 
active co-operation of the local sanitary 
authorities. r 


A Roval Dinner Farty. 


The dinner party to the King and 
Queen, given by Mr. Walter and Lady 
Evelyn Guinness to-night at 10 Grosvenor 
street, included some thirty guests. Lord 
Balfour, the Marquis of Londonderry, 
Mr. Winston Churchill, Viscountess 
Curson, Sir Samuel and Lady Hoare, Lord 
and Lady Elveden, Dame Margaret 
Greville and Mrs. Ernest Guinness were 
among those invited. The dinner was 
served in the fine Tudor dining hall, on 
long oak tables. 


The Chelsea Flower Show, 


The great flower show held at Chelsea 
in May is so frequently spoiled by bad 
weather that the prospect of a fine spell 
this week is quite exhilarating to those 
who have brought a wonderful selection of 
plants from all parts of the country for 
display. To-day the grounds presented a 
perfect riot of colour, and it seemed as 
though it would be impossible for indi- 
vidual growers to secnre their specimens 
from the great mass of bloom lying about 
in apparent confusion. It is said that 
a feature of the show will be the tulip. 
disylay, and rumour speaks of a woriter- 
ful bloom, which is pure white throughout; 
even to the anthers. The show wilt he 
visited to-morrow by the King and Queen 
and the Duke of Connaught before the 
general public is admitted. 


German Bombs. 


That London is well peppered by Ger- 
man bombs during the war 1s well known, 
but it is certain that quite a number 
failed to explode. Only a little while ago 
during the excavations attending the 
repair of Waterloo Bridge a bomb was 
discovered in the mud unexploded. If it 
had fallen a few feet further West, there 
would have been none of the fuss about 
rebuilding of the bridge that has been 
going on for so many months. The bomb 
was probably dropped by the aeroplané 
that nearly wrecked Cleopatra’s Needle 
on the Embankment. The bridges over 
the Thames escaped wonderfiifly. The 
Grosvenor railway bridge was set on fire 
one night by an incendiary bomb, but the 
damage done was not very serigus. Scores 
of bombs were dropped to “wreck the 
bridges, but not in a single case was 
success achieved. 


The Late Lord Milner. 


The Memorial Service in Westminster 
Abbey this: morning for the late Lord 
Milwer was attended by the Prime 
Minister and nearly every member of the 
Cabinet, while among the congregation 
were representatives of all political 
parties. The President of the French 
Republic and his Government were repre- 
sented by M. de Fleutiau, the French 
Ambassador. The death of Lord Milner 
probably will clear the way for Tord 
Oxford's succession. to the Chancellor- 
shin of Oxford University, though it is 
still dowhtful whether the Convocation will 
revise its objections against giving the 
appointment to a Liberal statesman.

CLAIM TO SHARE IN CONTROL. 
A meeting of railway shop-workers was 
held in the Mansion House, Dublin, last 
night to hear a report from the Dublin and 
District Railway Shop-Workers’ Joint Com- 
mittee. There was a large attendance. 

Mr. Samuel Bradley, who pregided, said 
that in giving a report of the conferences 
held between the general manager of the 
Great Southern Railways Company and the 
Dublin and District Railway Shop-Workers’ 
Joint Committee they had gut to say that the 
gezeral manager had given them every 
facility in exploring the various avenues to 
find ways and means out of the difficulty of 
workmen becoming i:edundant owing to the 
schemé of amalgamation. In his opinion, 
there should be closer co-cperation on both 
sides. 

It was the duty of the Government to see 
that a committee of practical men was set 
up. The worker had a right to a voice and 
as share in the control of the railways, to 
determine the working conditions, and also in 
the administration of the same. It was the 
duty of the Free State Government. who 
were the parents of (he amalgamation scheme, 
to see that the workers had not to make all 
the sacrifices. 

lí they were to eliminate discontent, from 
the workers’ point of view, it was not by safe- 
guarding the shareholders’ position, nor by 
making good jobs on the administrative staffs 
for inefficient persons, that it could be done. 
No business could succeed if it was to carry 
a number of “first-class nobodys.”’ whose 
only work was passing away the time. He 
wanted to say to the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce that the position could not be 
permanently improved by ignoring the facts 
of the economic situation. That there was 
widespread discontent amongst the railway 
shopmen with the existing state of affairs 
should be admitted. 

The workers werd not convinced that the 
dismissals of workmen were justified. They 
believed that there was waste and inefficiency 
in. administration.

SYNTHETIC FOODS. 


HARNESSING THE SUN: 
MR. HOOVER'S VLEWS. .

IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Synthetic production of the food supply 
is visualised as a possibility by Mr. 
Hoover, United States Secretary of Com- 
merce, as a result of recent discoveries in 
chemical research. 

Mr. Hoover referred particularly to the 
synthetic production of sugar by passing 
a ray of light through formaldehyde, a 
process discovered by Mr. E. C. V. Baly, 
of the University of Liverpool, 

Successful as a laboratory experiment, 
Secretary Hoover declared that the 
implications of this discovery are far- 
reaching, as it constitutes reproduction of 
plant life by synthetic means. 

It is the sun's rays that convert 
organic acids present in vegetation into 
sugar, Mr. Hoover observed. If they can 
be utilised to produce the desired product 
synthetically that to date has been avail- 
able only in vegetable form or by extrac- 
tion from vegetables, an enormous trans- 
formation will be brought about in the 
food supply, he declared. 

Mr. Hoover stated that American in- 
dustry is doing more research work than 
that conducted-in any other couatry, and 
expressed confidence that it would con- 
tinue. He referred to the commercial 
production of methanol, a synthetic sub- 
stitu.t: for wood alcohol, as a coup by 
German chemists that will be followed ty 
even more important. discoveries by 
American chemists. i 

The domestic industry should not be 
criticised, he said, simply because com- 
mercial production ‘6f methanol was com- 
menced first in Germany. The potentialities 
in further research in chemistry are 
amazing, and promise the transformation 
of industry. :

QUEBEC, Monday. 

Six Irishmen, who recently arrived in 
Canada, are at present in prison in the 
‘border town of Malone, New York State, 
charged with attempting to enter the 
United States in an illegal manner. 

Ostensibly immigrants for Canada, they 
listened to the story of a man in Montreal 
who offered to get them into the United 
States on payment of 30 dollars each. The 
men agreed to the proposal, and landed 
at midnight on the border line, but, while 
proceeding across, the frontier on foot, 
they were apprehended by United States 
officers and imprisoned. 

This is only one of many similar cases, 
and it is stated that a wholesale move- 
ment has been got up by unscrupulous 
operators to extract money from immi- 
grants lar@ling in Canada and desirous of 
being smuggled into the United States.— 
(Reuter-) 


SHOTS AT LONDON 
ROBBER. 


A thrilling scene was enacted in London 
yesterday afternoon. It comprised the 
snatching of a bag, a chase of the thief, 
and revolver shots. The neighbourhood cf 
,the incident was Mansell street, Aldgate. 
Shortly after three o'clock a two-seater 
motor car was driven across Aldgate High 
street into Mansell street. In the car was 
an attaché case. As the car was slowing 
up a man dashed forward and snatched 
the case, which was reposing on a seat in 
the car. 

He promptly made off with his plunder, 
and at a rapid pace turned down Little 
Somerset street. The man was chased, 
and, it is alleged, in order to arrest his 
progress, he was fired at with a revolver. 

The shots missed, however, and the 
would-be thief, who dropped the attaché 
case, managed to escape.

THE WORKING OF THE 
MEASURE. 


In a leading article The Times observes :— 
When Mr. Neville Chamberlain moved the 
sécond reading of the Widows, Orphans, and 
Old Age Contributory Pensions Bill yester- 
day he had the advantage of knowing the 
worst that could be said about. it both by 
candid critics, who rank themselves among 
the Government's supporters, and by oppo- 
nents, who, perhaps, were rather less candid, 
but were, at least, faithful to the traditional 
duty of a political Opposition. He was not 
yet in a position, on the other hand, to know 
the best that can be said for the bill. . 

The merits of the bill cannot be rightly 
measured and appraised until its benefits are 
in full operation. They can, however, be 
surely foreseen, and the pride with which Mr. 
Chamberlain spoke of the range of the Govern- 
ment's proposals, the permanence of the mark 
they are likely to make on the life of the 
nation, and the intensity of their human 
interest was fully justified. But the working 
of the measure is largely a matter of calcula- 
tion in terms of finance—very palpable imme- 
diate burdens, less immediate, and not quite 
commensurate, financial] easements—and an 
estimate of a wholly incalculable measure 
of relief from a swarm of besieging cares and 
anxieties, which have no cost evens. The 
benefits, in fact, are to come. he criticisms 
are here already. Criticism is commonly 
more quick to arrive and more insistent to 
be heard. than ‘gratitude, which in the present 
circumstances may, indeed, deem ‘itself not 
quite due. 

The Government’s proposals are not in- 
opportune, but eee They reflect the 
vigorous impulse of young Conservatism fresh 
from contact with the constituencies, and re- 
solved in the first session of the Parliament 
to give statutory expression to the ideals 
they put before the country. The carrying 
of the measure calls for courage, no doubt, 
but also for confidence, and not least for 
confidence that the people of the country 
will by contributing to the prosperity of in- 
dustry see the thing through. 


OXFORD CHANCELLORSHIP.

LORD BIRKENHEAD’S 
SUGGESTION. 


Lord Milner’s death revives the old dis- 
cussion which had been settled by his un- 
opposed nomination of the Chancellorship of 
Oxford University, says The Times. On this 
occasion the Vice-Chancellor has taken the 
initiative by summoning a non-Party meet- 
ing to discuss the question at Oxford this 
afternoon. Meanwhile the old suggestions are 
being revived, and, since the only existing 
machinery for focussing opinion has hitherto 
been political, there 1s still a tendency to 
form party camps. Thus, Conservatives are 
talking of Lord Cave or of Lord Salisbury, 
Liberals of Lord Grey of Falloden or of Lérd 
Oxford. An entirely novel suggestion, which 
has historical precedent behind it, is that the 
Archbishop of Canterbury should be invited 
to accept nomination and that the position 
should in this way be definitely dissociated 
from party politics and associated with the 
Church. 

In the course of a letter to The Times on 
the nA Lord Birkenhead writes :—The 
lamented death of Lord Milner has unex- 
pectedly produced still another vacancy in 
the high office of the Chancellor. rd 
Milner had almost every qualification. He 
was, indeed, the typical product of Balliol at 
its very best. His academic record was be- 
yond conception brilliant. He held in later 
life the highest public offices with incom- 
parable distinction, afid certainly the states- 
man whom he succaeded in this high office 
was not in our national life a less considerable 
figure. The name, the momory and the 
achievements of George Curzon will live long 
in the annals of Oxford history, challenging 
comparison with the greatest of his prede- 
cessors. And now once again the cruel 
vicissitudes of human destiny have produced 
a vacancy Is it possible to elect a Chan- 
cellor who will be comparable in academic re- 
cord and in national reputation with the last 
two Chancellors of Oxford University? It is 


possible if an honest and non-political de- | 


cision is reached. 
an inferior man 
which the. clerical 


It is equally easy to elect 
if the Oxford electors, in 
influence is strong, 
choose to make. this high office 
a pawn of politics. The Earl of 
Oxford, who has been Lord Rector of Aber- 
deei: University, was a Scholar and a Fellow 
of Balliol, a Craven Scholar in the Univer- 
sity, and obtained first classes both in Mode- 
rations and in the final school of Litterae 
Humaniores. I am not “aware of anyone 
whose academic equipment is more complete. 
He is by universal admission the greatest 
master of classical eloquence who still remains 
to remind us of the golden standards of an 
almost vanished past. 

I am told that a committee exists for the 
puipose of suggesting the names of candi- 
dates. [ am unaware of its constitution. I 
do not know who elected it. I am, myself, 
High Steward of the University. I am a 
Fellow of two distinguished Oxford Colleges, 
I have never been invited to become a mein- 
ber of a committee, which indeed ] believe 
to be non-elective, and therefore unrepresenta- 
tive. I am, in these circumstances, driven 
to seek the aid of your columns to make plain 
the view of a Master of Arts of the Univer- 
sity. It is to be hoped that the whole body 
of electors will in some way so organise them- 
selves as to make their views plain and, 
above all, audible. Lord Oxford is the 
greatest living Oxonian. If he were a Conser- 
vative he would be elected by acclamation. 
To reject him because he is a Liberal is to 
admit partisan prejudices as narrow as they 
are discreditable.

Giving evidence on behalf of the Irish 
Brewers’ Association before the Free State 
Liquor Commission in Dublin yesterday, 
Sir Thomas Macardle, of Dundalk, de- 
clared that no case had been made out for 
a reduction in the number of public- 
houses, and that the objections to “ mixed 
shops ” had. been exaggerated. 

If there were to be reductions, two 
District Justices should consider every 
case and full compensation should be paid 
to the publicans and the brewers. He 
suggested that the surviving licence- 
holders should pay one-half of the cost 
and that total abstainers should contribute 
something. 

Representatives of the Methodist Church 
expressed the view that the number of 
public houses should be reduced by at 
least 50 per cent, and that there should 
be no facilities for Sunday drinking, 


BREWERS’ CASE 


AGAINST REDUCTION OF 
LICENCES, 


Sir Thomas Macardle gave evidence on 
behalf of the Irish Brewers’ Association. 
Every brewer in Ireland, he satd, was a mem- 
ber of the Association, except Messrs. Guin- 
ness and one of the Cork brewers. 

In the Association’s opinion no case had 
been made out for a reduction in the number 
of licensed premises. He was not at all im 
pressed by the fact that there was in Ireland 
one licence for about every, 230 people, 
whereas there was in England only one licence 
for about every 375 people. To his mind 
those figures merely proved that the circum- 
stances in Ireland and England were different. 
Obviously, a densely populated country re- 
quired fewer licences per head of the popula- 
tion than a sparsely populated country. If 
there were too many licences in Ireland it 
would be but one instance of the excessive 
number of distributors in the country. Other 
instances were grocers, butchers and drapers. 
Compulsory reduction would swell unemploy- 
ment 

EXCESSIVE DRINKING. 

Would a reduction in the number of public- 
houses reduce excessive drinking was the 
next question dealt with by the witness. Hé “ 
said that a reduction seemed to be recom- 
mended in order to remove temptation from 
weaklings who had no self-control. The true 
remedy would seem to be to strengthen moral 
fibre. While a reduction in the number of 
licensed premises would probably reduce the 
amount of drink consumed—though not pro- 
portionately—it had not been shown that a 
reduction would diminish drunkenness. Eng- 
lish statistics went to show that drunkenness 
was often least common where publichouses 
were most numerous, and often most prevalent 
where publichouses were comparatively few. 

“The drunkard,’’ said Sir Thomas, “ is 
probably the last person whose drinking would 
be affected by a decrease in the number of 
licensed premises. The determined drinker 
will not be deterred by the fact that he has 
to go 200 yards instead of 100 yards, or two 
miles instead of one mile, to get a drink.” 

Drunkenness had decreased enormously. In 
recent years there had been little more than 
one conviction for drunkenness for every 
publichouse in the Free State. Drinking was 
not in itself an evil, and it seemed unneces- 
sary to inconvenience the moderate drinker 
by making what he thought would be a dutile 
attempt to curb the drunkard. 

The number of licensed premises in the 
country towns and villages seemed to have 
been unduly condemned. In the case of @ 
small town, population was no test, because 
the licensed premises, like other shops, served 
not only the town, but also a large surround- 
ing district- and had to meet large demands 
on fair days. The cross-road publichouse 
seemed to serve a real need. The countryman 
was already at a disadvantage, as he might 
have to go miles to get a drink, where a 
townsman went only yards. He saw no good 
reason for accentuating that disadvantage; it 
might help to increase the rural exodus and 
still further encourage shebeening and the 
making of poteen. 

“ MIXED TRADING.” 

Dealing with mixed trading, Sir Thomas 
Macardle said that outside Dublin and Cork, 
and, perhaps, half a dozen oí the largest 
towns, there were few licensed premises which 
did not carry on a mixed trade. The objec- 
tion to mixed trading—the temptation offered 
to those purchasing other goods—seemed to 
be exaggerated. Intemperance among 
women, at any rate outside the large towns, 
was very rare in Ireland. The main objec 
tions to structural separation were (1) the 
cost, which in the case of a small man might 
be prohibitive ; (2) physical impossibility ; and 
(3) increased wages hill consequent on ad- 
ditional assistants. In ceóuntry districts it 
would not pay to carry on a house as a 
publichouse alone; neither would it pay to 
carry it on as a grocery store alone. 

As regards registered clubs, he thought that 
there should be some safeguard against un- 
fair competition by existing clubs with 
publicans. 

The Association was sensible of the abuses 
connected with the spurious dona fide travel- 
ler, but it also recognised that the abolition 
of the existing privilege would operate hardly 
upon genuine travellers on week-days as well 
as on Sundays. As regards Sunday trading, 
it saw no occasion for refusing to allow any- 
one, whether m the country or smaller towns, 
any more than in cities, an oportunity of ob 
taining refreshment on Sunday, at any rate 
during certain hours in the afternoon. 

The Association strongly disapproved of the 
endorsement which now automatically fol- 
lowed on a conviction for a single offence 
against certain provisions of the licensing 
laws, no matter how trivial the offence proved 
might be. To allow no discretion to the Dis- 
trict Justice was contrary to the trust com- 
monly reposed in judicial officers—the State 
ought to be able to trust its own justices. 
He wished to dispel the illusion that the ex- 
isting right of appeal to a cirenit court judge 
was any alleviation of the hardship of com- 
pulsory endorsement. If the circuit court 
judge did not think the offence established, 
there could, of course, be no question of 
endorsement, as there was no conviction, but 
if the facts showed that there had been an 
infringement of the law, however trifling, the 
conviction must be affirmed and endorsement 
automatically followed. The circuit court 
judge had no more discretion than the district 
justice. i

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GANDHIS WORK. 


ONE VIEW OF WHAT HE HAS 
DONE IN INDIA. 


A sketch of Gandhi and his mission was 
given to the Dublin Rotary Club at its meet 
ing in Clery’s Restaurant yesterday by the 
Rev. J. Sinclair Stevenson, M.A., who has 
spent thirty vears in India. 

A very false impression of Gandhi, said 
Mr. Stevenson, prevailed in the minds of the 
people of the West. He was not by any 
means the violent, reckless agitator that he 
was thought to be; he was an astute 
politician, a leader of men, a religions man 
devoted to everything that was good. 

After the Boer war Gandhi returned to 
India from South Africa impressed with three 
things—(1) that a small people like the Boers 
shéuld have been able to hold themselves for 
veara against the might of the British 
Empire; (2) the success of non-violent re 
sistance as a policy: (ó) how a combination 
of disciplined forces could by passive re- 
sistance gain what they wanted. 

Gandhi was still in favour of the connection 
with the British Empire: any quarrel that 
he had was with the Government of ‘India. 
He wanted larger powers of self-government 
than the Indian people had vet attained. He 
had a deep hatred of the domination of one 
race by another. To him it was not a 
matter of policy, but of principle. He would 
not admit that one race could dominate an 
other for its mood. Gandhi regarded the 
reforms that had been made in India after 
the war as inadequate—treacherously so. 

He changed from being a friend of Eng 
land: he felt that Hindoos and Mahomédans 
should be united. and he tried fo pursue a 
non-violent non-co-operation policy, and to 
institute a boycott of evervthing foreign. He 
was condemned to six months’ imprisonment, 
but owing to illness was not detained for that 
period. 

When -he was released Gandhi found that 
political power had passed to others, and that 
his work as a politician was to some extent 
a failure. His real achievement was in 
another sphere. He had done what 
hardly given to any one man to do in that 
short snace of time, considering tlhe enormous 
population of India. He was able to alter 
completely: thes ideas of the people. and to 
impress upon them that the important thing 
was conscience, not expediency, and that self 
help and not Government aid was the better 
poliev; that non-violent resistance was bound 
to succeed where other methods would fail. 

Gandhi had done a tremendous amount for 
the moral and ethical education of his pedple 
India could never again be what it” Was 
before his time. Gradually the people were 
getting more power into their hands. 

“Do not believe,” said Mr. Stevenson, “the 
croakers who tell vou that everything in 
India is going wrong because the people have 
power in their hands. There is a splendid 
chance in that country for young men pro- 
vided their ambition is not so much to lead 
and govern, but rather to serve.” (Ap- 
plause.)

GAELIC PLAYS AT THE ABBEY 
THEATRE. 


Last night the Gaelic Plavers gave “ The 
Bear, a one-act comedy hv Tchehov, and the 
first production of ** The Boaster,’’ a three- 
act comedy by Mr. Pierce Beasley. The Rus- 
sian play was a feast of excellent Gaelic, 
thanks to the translator, Fiachra Eilgeach, 
but as it is largely a monologue, very Russian 
in its hectic quality, it is not among the most 
interesting of pieces, The audience was some 
what bored by the slow action, «:though the 
culmination, when the Russian noble who is 
dunning a widow for a debt, is offered pistols 
to fight a duel with her. and proposes 1: ar- 
riage instead. evokes volleys of laughter.
